His first set of prelimin- 
ary plans for the new protes- 
tant high school severely 
criticized by the teaching 
staff and principal of Paul 
Kane high school at the April

Wednesday’s meeting is a 
‘vast improvement over the 
last plan,’’ He added his 
staff has not yet seen it, but 
he would hope for a favor- 
able reaction, 

“The architect has been

A disadvantage of the ree 
vised plan was pointed out 
by Charles Schroder.

More suggestions on 
Rapeseed production 


Rapeseed is adapted to a 
wide variety of soils, but 
prefers medium textured 
(loams) soils with good fere 
tility, Rape is not as drought 
resistant as cereals and 
therefore in the drier re- 
gions (Dr. Brown soils) 
should be grown on the fine 
textured (clay loams) soils, 
It will not compete with 
weeds as well as cereals 
in the early stages of growth 

Growers prefer to plant 
rapeseed on summerfallow 
because of fewer problems 
with weeds and volunteer 
grain, usually higher fer- 
tility and ease of seeding. 
Rape can be grownon cereal 
stubble provided the seedbed 
ean be kept moist near the 
surface and seeding depth 
is controlled. Rape should 
not be seeded on land which 
has had grown rape in the 
past three years because of 
the risk of soil borne dis- 
eases and insects, For good 
yields, rapeseed should be 
seeded early, preferably at 
about the time when wheat 
is seeded, Rapeseed should 
be followed with a cereal 
crop to add fibre and trash 
to the soil for protection 
against erosion, 

SEEDBED; Preparation - 
The seedbed should be pre- 
pared so that it is firm, 
moist, level and well packed. 

Cultivation operations in 
the springshould be shallow, 
yet effective to kill weed 
growth and conserve as 
much surface moisture as 
possible, On fallow, rape- 
seed growers cultivate, rod- 
weed and harrow in one 
operation first thing in the 
spring, The rod-weeder and 
harrow do a good job of 
packing, Then not more than 
a day before seeding they 
shallow cultivate, rod-weed 
and harrow to kill weed 
growth and firm the seed- 
bed, On some soils, another 
harrowing or two may be 
desirable. 

PLANTING: Rapeseed 
should be seeded to a depth 
of one inch (1"’), Where ne~ 
cessary, seeding at 2-31/2"’ 
into moisture may be more 
desirable than into dry soil. 
Seeding with a press drillor 
double disk drill followed by 
a packer is desirable. Some 
farmers harrow up to three 

ies after seeding where 
no packer was used. 

The rate of seeding should 
be five to seven pounds per 
acre for the Polish type and 


four to six pounds per acre 
for the Argentine type. Seed- 
ing of these rates can be 
accomplished by, (1) using 
reduction gears onthe seed= 
drill feeding mechanism, or 
(2) seeding with a grass seed 
attachment, Some farmers 
mix rapeseed with fertilizer 
and seed through the fertili- 
zer attachment, however, 
the mixture is never left in 
the attachment for long, even 
overnight, Watch the germ- 
inating crop and re-seed 
small areas where necess- 
ary. 

FERTILIZER USE AND 
APPLICATION: Rapeseed 
requires a good supply of 
plant nutrients for maximum 
production, Even soils with 
high fertility may require 
the addition of nitrogen and 
phosphorus and sometimes 
potassium and sulfur, A soil 
test is the best indicator of 
soil nutrient requirements, 
Where rapeseed is to be 
grown on fallow and soil test 
results are not available, 
nitrogen at five to 20 pounds 
and phosphorus at 15 = 20 
pounds per acre should be 
applied, The higher rate of 
nitrogen is recommended 
where the fallow may have 
had volunteer grain or weeds 


growing on it, or the fallow 
season was cool and wet with 
little nitrogen being accum- 
ulated, On cereal stubble or 
sod breaking, nitrogen 
should be applied at 40 to 
60 pounds per acre (120 - 
180 lbs, 340-0 for example) 
with 15 - 20 pounds of phos- 
phorus per acre. 

Rapeseed is sensitive to 
fertilizer placed near the 
seed, Recommended method 
of application of fertilizer 
for rapeseed. 

NITROGEN - Broadcast 
and work-in all nitrogen 
over 10 pounds nitrogen (N) 
per acre, 

PHOSPHORUS - Drill in 
with the seed no more than 
20 pounds phosphorus - 
(P205) per acre. 

HARVE. TING: Proper 
harvesting of rapeseed is 
very important to reduce 
losses, Such items as time 
and method of swathing, 
combine cylinder and wind 
adjustments and storage are 
critical.

The following information 
has been received from the 
Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture's Soils Branch, This 
information is considered 
significant and further en- 
quiries may be directed to 
the district agriculturist. 

Recently concern has been 
expressed regarding the use 
of high rates of ammonium 
sulfate fertilizer (21-0-0). 
Due to the attractive price 
some farmers have been us- 
ing this material to a greater 
extent as anitrogen fertiliz- 
er, Two problems may be 
associated with the use of 
high rates of ammonium sul- 
fate fertilizer over exten- 
ded periods: 

1, Lowering of soil re- 
action (pH), 

2. A decrease in forage 
and grain selenium levels. 

Ammonium sulfate con- 
tains 21 per cent nitrogen 
as ammonium (NH 4 ) and 
24 per cent sulfur as sul- 
fate (SO 4 ~), Nitrogen and 
sulfur are essential plant 
nutrients required by all 
crops, Approximately 10 
times as much nitrogen Is 
required by plants as sul- 
fur, Therefore, if the nit- 
rogen requirement is met 
with ammonium sulfate exe 
cess, sulfur will accumue 
late in the soil, About 600 
to 1,000 lbs. of sulfur is 
required to lower the soil 
pH by one unit. Ammonium 
sulfate applied at 400 lbs, 
per acre for five years would 
add 500 lbs, per acre of 
sulfur which could reduce 
soil pH by almost one unit, 
However, if this nitrogen 
source was used only once 
or twice in five years little 
sulfur accumulation would 
occur, Therefore, ammone- 
ium sulfate can be consid- 
ered as a good source of 
nitrogen and sulfur, but 
should not be applied at high 
rates (400-500 lbs, per acre) 
over an extended period, 

Nutritional Muscular 
Dystrophy (NMD) is asso- 
ciated with a deficiency of 
selenium in Livestock rat- 
ions, Selenium {s essential 
to animals but not to plants; 
therefore it occurs only ine 
cidentally in plant tissue, 
Soils which are low inselen- 
ium tend to produce crops 
which are low in selenium, 
Recent work at the research 
station at Lacombe and the 
soil and feed testing lab, 
indicate that sulfur cone 
taining fertilizers may de- 
press the uptake of selen- 
ium in forages and grains,

Use of Sulfur Fertilizers 


cient in selenium are not 
well defined, However, Crops 
from some of the sulfur 
deficient areas are known 
to be deficient in selenium, 
Addition of sulfur fertilize 
ers will benefit plant grow=- 
th, but may induce a selen- 
ium deficiency in animals 
fed the resulting crops. This 
effect on selenium levels 
will only be of concern where 
the level in the plant was 
marginal for livestock 
before sulfur was applied. 
In such cases, a selenium 
deficiency could be induced 
where no problem had been 
experienced before. 

Where soils are deficient 
in sulfur, farmers are ad- 
vised to use a sulfur fertil- 


izer to increase production 
of forage or grains, They 
should be advised however, 
that a selenium deficiency 
may result, Local veterin- 
arians may be able to iden+: 
tify the incidence of NMD 
in the area and thus the poss= 
ibility of inducing a selen= 
ium deficiency by applying 
sulfur, Supplemental selene 
ium for livestock use can at 
present, only be administer= 
ed by a practicing veterin=- 
arian, 

A survey of selenium lev= 
els in livestock feeds will be 
conducted this summer by 
the soil and feedtesting lab= 
oratory to help to define 
areas of potential NMD for 
livestock, 


An Improved 


Magpie Trap 


--Issued from the District 

Agriculturist’s Office. 

A circular magpie trap, 
tested by members of the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture, has given results 
which are unquestionably 
superior to those obtained 
with conventional magpie 
traps. 

It has been reported that 
5, 8, 9, 11 and 27 birds were 
trapped during five separate 
trap settings in February of 
1970, These figures repre=- 
sented an 80 to 100 per cent 
reduction in magpie nume- 
bers in the immediate vicin= 
ity of the trap, Subsequent 
trials gave similar results. 

The birds do not seem to 
become trap»shy after hav- 
ing been caught, Eight were 
released during one trial 
and recaptured the follow- 
ing day, 

The circular trap takes 
only an hour or two to con- 
struct and costs in the neigh- 
borhood of $15, It is made 
of strong, lightweight mink 
wire and is approximately 
four feet in diameter and 
2 1/2 feet high, In contrast 
to conventional magpie 
traps, this one is complet- 
ely portable, weighing less 
than 15 pounds, 

The improved trapping 
efficiency of the circular 
trap, compared with conven- 
tional traps, is attributed 
to its circular design, A 
magpie landing anywhere on, 
or near, the trap simply 
follows the contour of the 
cage around until he arrives 
at the entrance, With a con- 
ventional square or rectan- 
gular magple trap the birds 
usually walk back along the 
same side of the trap as 


they landed beside, rather 
than turn the corner, Hence, 
only those birds which land 
on the side withthe entrance 
actually go in, 

All trials with the cir- 
cular trap showed that the 
availability of food and the 
amount of snow on the ground 
has a very definite affect 
on the percentage of birds 
caught, Although magples 
may be trapped all year 
round, the ideal timeis dur- 
ing the cold winter months 
when carrion is less read- 
ily available and the birds 
require more food for sur- 


vival. Trials carried out ind 


October tended to reduce 
the magpie population in the 
area by only about 60 per 
cent, 

The importance of using 
a draw-bait for several days 
before the trap is actually 
set cannot be stressed too 
strongly. Meat scraps, 
small dead animals, offal, 
large bones, fat or a frozen 
carcass all make good baits, 

The procedure Is as foll- 
ows: when possible place the 
trap where the magples Con- 
gregate, Put the draw -bait 
fairly close to the trap so 
that the birds get used to it. 
Leave the two inclose prox- 
imity for a couple of days 
or until the birds accept the 
bait, Then put the trap over 
the bait and stake it down, 
A small amount of bait 
should be placed in the ene 
trance to the trap to entice 
the birds, Best results will 
be obtained if the trap has a 
weathered or ‘‘old’’ appeare
